The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
thorough search of related prior, the circuit in independent claims 1 and 17 could not be 
found. More specifically, the structure of claim 1 in combination with 'a pull-up circuit 
output; logic circuitry to generate an enable signal in response to a battery supply 
voltage; an active pull-up circuit block that, in response to a first logical value of the 
enable signal, brings the voltage on the pull-up circuit output to a reference voltage 
derived from an external voltage supply, ... and an alternative pull-up circuit block that, 
in response to a second logical value of the enable signal, brings the voltage on the 
pull-up circuit output to a reference voltage derived from the battery supply' could not be 
found within a reference(s) or the combination thereof.
